turbines of the Salem, which was 
thought to have caused the discrep- 
ancy of fifteen revolutions a minute 
between the starboard and port en-

nounced that bolts, foreign to the 
construction of the engines, had been 
dropped into the turbine casings be- 
fore the cruiser was turned over to 
the government,

damaged 
the 


delicate blades of the engine, and 
caused the disability. 


A month ago In a 24-hour endurance

Salem the Chester was the victor by 
half a knot an hour. 
The Salein, it 


•was announced, 
had 
wasted 1000 


horsepower an hour during the trials. 


In regard to the discovery of. bolts 


in the casings of the turbines Hear 
Admiral Bowles o£ the 
Fore 
River 


Ship and Engine company said: 


"A bolt dropped through one of the 


nozzles of the port turbine and lodged 
between the nozzle and the buckets. 
In the port turbine the damage was 
slight, as the obstruction was discov- 
ered before It had wecked the en- 
gine. 


"In the starboard engine a bolt head 


was found. 
It had caused the edges 


of the buckets in the fifth section to 
close together, keeping steam from 
passing to the sixth and seventh sec- 
tions of the turbine. 


"These obstructions could not have 


got into the turbine after the ship 
had been turned over to the crew, a.nd 
must have been placed in the cham- 
bers before the engines were finally 
assembled. 


"After the damages have been re- 


paired, the Salem will easily equal 
and probably surpass the record of the 
Chester.

dish-ice r.f Pennsylvania fa- 


vorably to the raili-oarl.-,, in that tho 
clause of the Hepburn rate law, which 
prohibits interstate railroads from car- 
rying 
commodities 
manufactured, 


mined or produced directly or indi- 
rectly by the roads, was declared un- 
constitutional, and the general im- 
pression was that the decision would 
be affirmed by the supreme court. 


When, therefore, there was a re- 


versal inslead of an afrirmalion, the 
interest was much magnified. 
When, 


again, it was found that the reversal 
was based on technical grounds, and 
that tiie effect was really favorable to 
the railroads, sentiment took another 
turn and those who had been anxious- 
ly awaiting the announcement of the 
result found themselves much puzzled. 


Summed up, the act is held to com- 


pel companies 
to 
dissociate them- 


selves only from the 
products 
they 


carry, and the contention of the gov- 
ernment that the law applies to own- 
ership of stock and 
prohibits 
the 


transporraMon of commodities simply 
because (hey have been produced by a 
railroad company, regardless' of the 
fact that the company has parted with 
them, is held to be untenable and in- 
capable of enforcement. 


It thus appears, first, that the com- 


modities clause is a vital and operat- 
ive statute with respect to all pro- 
ducts, such as coal, which the rail- 
road companies actually own at the 
time of transportation, and that the 
railroads must sell such products to 
somebody else before they can law- 
fully ship them; and second, that un- 
less the act is promptly amended so 


to include sloclc ownership, the 


railroads can escape the law entirely 
by converting their direct ownership 
of coal properties into stock owner- 
ship by the organization of subsidiary 
con! companies. 


The effect -of the decision tmdcr ex- 


isting conditions is favorable to the- 
railroads and the government, lost on 
practically every point except the sus- 
tention n[ tho principle involved. 
In 


holding that congress had not gone be- 
yond its authority in cnacling The law, 
the court conceded tjie right to legis- 
late, and it is believed if so disposed 
congress might enlarge and extend the 
scope of the provision. 


Hence, while the railroads gain r. 


practical victory, the government is 
not confronted by :i constitutional liar 
from further acting in the direction 
of contvol of the roads in the mailer of 
shipment of their own commodities. 


The crises made f.lieir first appear- 


ance in thu supreme court on Oct. in 
last. 
They were argued during Hi" 


month of January and tho decision 
has been anxiously awaited ever since 
the latter elate. 


The iloc.isinn. which was announced 


by Justice While, sustained the pro- 
vision of the law exempting iiinb?;- 
from the operations of the clause. 
Thi.s txn'.nplion was used as a 'oasis 
of attack by tho railroads on tho law 
as discriminatory, but Justice While 
refused to ncept that view.

If during a run your engine suddenly;develops a tendency to be- 


come unduly hot, no changes having been made in carburetor'adjus^ 
ment or Ignition timing, get after-the water circulation. If the-pump 
is all right, packing—if any is used—in good. condition . and so on, 
take a look at the check valves and see if there -is not some- bit of 
waste or wood or dirt preventing one of them from seating properly. 
An over rich mixture will also cause overheating, under certain con- 
ditions. Incidentally, too .much gasoline ;will be indicated by a trail of 
black smoke. This is readily distinguished from the smoke caused by 
an excess of lubricating oil, which is blue and has an odor slightly lass 
deadly than that of the black smoke. Overheating may. also be caused 
by running with the spark too much retarded. While speaking of over- 
beating, it may be well to mention that chronic heating, when tfce 
pump and checks are found-to be in good condition and all passages 
clear, may be caused by places where the 'water is practically sta- 
tionary and so become steam. For Jnstance, If the pipe through which 
ti'.e hot water runs off is considerably lower than the highest part of 
the -water jacket, there may be poor circulation high up; that part will 
consequently become abnormally hot, taking "the hot water from a 
higher point will remedy this. It is always best to have a large pipe 
leading from the water inlet so that the pump will not be abnormally 
loaded. It sometimes happens, too, that the pump itself is really too 
small for the engine. 
Before putting in a large one, however, al- 


ways make sure, that the water passages are free so that the pump 
is given-a fair chance to work up to Its full capacity. ••

Road building -with us is Just in 


Its infancy. Up to the present time 
•we have built only three miles, but 
out people all want more. Although 
wo have had clay soil to contend 
with onr roads arc 
giving pretty 


good satisfaction. 


In the construction of our roads 


we first prepare onr grade or earih 
bed by thoroughly draining it. This 
TVC recognize as being one 
of 
tho 


most important features for build- 
ing a successful road. 
AVe next ex- 


cavate the earth to one-half tho 
thickness of the stone to bo put in. 
Before putting In tho stone, how- 
ever, our sub-grade is thoroughly 
rolled down by onr ten ton roller. 
The first layer of stone is put. In four 
or five Inches thick, consisting of 
stone running from throe to four 
Inches well screened 
to size and 


well rolled. This IB followed by iin- 
other layer of same size In liko man- 
ner, also well rolled, and then just 
enough screenings put on to f;ll up 
all voids and bond the stone, and 
again rolled. 


The third, or last, layer consists 


of stone running in size from one to 
two inches put on two or thrco 
Inches think, '.veil rolled, with oaly 
enough screenings to bond the stone, 
and leaving the road \vith a smooth 
finish. 
Care is necessary where a 


narrow track of stone road is built 
to keep same above the earth rnad 
and with enough crown to allow all 
water to run readily to the K'idea or 
gutters. \Ve start our grade with a 


(Cro\vn of three or four inchc»., -which 
.we hold until the road is complete. 


The first two miles of road b:iilt 


wpro constructed 
under 
favorable 


circumstances, as we had lo haul the 
stone but one and one-hall! miles, 
and teams made seven and eight 
trips apiece per day. It required 
about 
2,f>00 'ons of stone to lhe 


mile. We have been using limestone, 
and last year we had to pay 07 cents 
per ton f. o. b. cars at Oak Harbor. 
This year v/rv wore compelled to pay 
SO cents per ton. The average cost 
of a road ten feet wide and ten 
inches thick •would.

SALEM'S ENGINES 


WERE DAMAGED 


Hints That the Damage Was Done 


Deliberately 


"Quiiicy, Mass., 
May 
4.—Workmen 


employed in taking apart the turbine 
engines, of the U. S. scout cruiser Sa- 
lem at the Fire River yards were giv- 
en a surprise when they found that 


] not only had the 
starboard 
turbine 


been seriously damaged by a piece of 
metal pressing against the 
buckets, 


but that a service bolt was inside the 
port engine, and bad already broken 
one bucket off and was in a position 
to do untold damage. 


Examination of ihe starboard tur- 


bine showed one-third of-all the buck- 
ets on the fifth stage so badly jammed 
thai steam could hardly be 
forced 


through them. The damage was done 
by a piece of metal, probably a nut or 
bolt, that had evidently been ground 
up by the friction produced by the tur- 
bine engine turning over at the rate 
of 835 revolutions a minute. 


Officials of the Fore River company 


are inclined to think the nuts 
and 


bolts were placed in the turbines by 
design. There was no 
reason, 
said 


an official of the company this even- 
ing, 
that a service 
bolt should 
be 


found inside a turbine engine. 


Owing to the injuries discovered in 


both engines of the Salem it is possi- 
ble that the trial tests of the scout 
cruisers which were recently held will 
be tried over again.

Plans Announced 
At 


Washington 


Mean Much More to be Done 


At Local Navy Yard 


A dispatch from 
Washington 
has 


been sent out that will be of great in- 
terest to the Portsmouth navy yard 
and its force of mechanics, who, un- 
der the new arrangement in the man- 
ufacturing department will get a great 
deal more work on certain articles now 
made for the navy at this station. The 
dispatch is as follows: 


"The bureau of construction and re- 


pair and the bureau of supplies and 
accounts are operating together, with 
a view to centralizing, as far as pos- 
sible, tire manufacture .and supply of 
certain articles at specific navy yards, 
in order to reduce the cost of produc- 
tion. This applies particularly to the 
manufacture of docks, sheaves, block 
fittings, boat cooperage, masts and 
other boat fittings, by. making 
the 


navy yards at Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Boston, the headquarters for these ar- 
ticles. 


"Heretofore, it has been the prac- 


tice to have the yards manufacture a 
complete outfit of boat cooperage for 
a certain boat, holding the material in 
store for probable issue. 
This 
has j 


tied up capital, and it has been decid- 
ed to suspend temporarily the manu- 
facture of blocks, for instance, 
and 


carry the stock on hand as a supply 
which may be drawn upon in case of 
need at any navy yard. 
The same 


plan has been applied to other arti- 
cles. For instance, the yards at Phil- 
adelphia and Norfolk have been desig- 
nated the places where 
stocks of 


launch boilers shall be carried." 


The branch of work authorized by 


the bureau has long been a feature 
at this station and it is now appar- 
ent that the navy department is rec- 
ognizing the fact that production at 
Portsmouth is not only the cheapest 
but the best for the money expend- 
ed.
